DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: many 
references in the art disclose vehicle license plate monitoring system including a 
camera mounted on an enforcement vehicle for capturing/identifying license plate of any 
vehicle passing the field of view of the camera; a processor connected to a license plate 
database for comparing detected license plate with a list of license plate of stolen 
vehicles stored in the database; and generating an stolen vehicle indication to alert law 
enforcement personnel, such that found in Anderson, III et al. (US 6,433,706), Morgan 
et al. (US 6,188,939), and Gerber (US 5,568,406). The prior art of record does not 
teach or suggest, in the claimed combination, a security system based on monitoring 
vehicle license plate comprising a permanent surveillance center communicating with a 
mobile surveillance unit to locate, gather, file, and consult a license plates detected by 
the mobile surveillance unit, and to handle an alarm generated by the mobile 
surveillance unit, wherein the permanent surveillance center being response for 
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updating a list of wanted license plates and transmitting it to the mobile surveillance 
unit.
